There is quite a bit of fuss being made about 
Ace winning the three-mile Ullman Stakes at 
Ingleside, Cal., with 120 pounds up in 5:284, 
March 30. It was a neat performance and beat 
the Ingleside record. It did not equal the Cali- 
fornia mark, which is the first heat of Nor- 
folk’s heat race at Sacramento, Cal., September 
2, 1865, in 5:271— he won the second- in 5:291, a 
noble performance even with 100 pounds up. 
The American record is Drake Carter’s, 5:24, 115 
pounds at Sheepshead Bay, September 6, 1884. 

The performance of Ace merely illustrates 
what I have contended from time to time of 
late— that a good, modern selling plater— Ace is 
a good, handy one— can beat the records on the 
books at all distances over two miles. The 
modern time doings in long distance races— out 
of fashion nowadays — prove this.

It is a big band of ordinary horses with the 
weights queerly but perhaps correctly graded. 
Buckwa, Salvation, Traverser, St. Lee, Grady, 
Linstock, Morellito, Bitter Root, Dr. Marks, 
Los Prietos and Official are in best. Not more 
than eight of the seventy-one are likely to start. 
A majority of the field is likely to come from 
the horses named above. The racing of yester- 
day and the three days to come will settle many 
a Burns Handicap question. If Traverser can 
go the route— his courage for a longer distance 
than a mile under pressure is in question — he 



should win the rich prize— named after the man 
who owns his racing qualities in California. 
The race will attract a great deal of attention. 

The Ardelle Stakes at Memphis will bring out 
all the crack fillies at Montgomery Park. Abe 
Calm of St. Louis won this event last season 
with Night Gown, Mr. Cahn will try to win it 
this year with a fine-looking chestnut filly by 
Ormonde d’Or— Alice May. His brother, J. C. 
Cabn, has a candidate for the Ardelle in the 
magnificently developed chestnut filly by 
Chance— Playing Fields, the dam of Hurling- 
ham. Senator J. S. O’Brien’s Rosie Burke, a 
chestnut filly, by Albert— Hannah, is said to be 
one of the speediest fillies at Memphis, and Will 
Darden’s sister to Libertine is another young 
miss at Montgomery Park with speed to burn.
